You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, 
Plainfield, in said Plainfield on Tuesday, the ninth day of 
March, next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, one Selectman for 
three years, Treasurer, Tax Collector, one or more High- 
way Agents, one Trustee of Trust Funds for three years, 
two Library Trustees for three years and all other neces- 
sary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to pay outstanding notes and interest. 


Article 3. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to pay all other necessary town expenses for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for the support of the town poor. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
amount of money required by law to secure State Aid on 
Class 5 highways plus any additional amounts necessary. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
Town Road Aid and raise the sum of $851.98 for said 
purpose and the State will contribute the sum of $3407.92. 
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Article 7. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
Town will vote to raise to assist citizens of Plainfield for 
a ward bed as needed in the Mary Hitchcock Hospital, 
Claremont Hospital, or both, also to appoint a committee 
to make resolutions regarding the same. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $100.00 for the use of the Health department. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum equal to not more than one one- 
hundreth of one per cent (1/100 of 1%) of the assessed 
valuation based on the assessment of 1942 for the purpose 
of advertising the attractions and resources of the town 
in connection with other towns in the Dartmouth Lake 
Sunapee Region. 


Article 10. To. see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for Memorial Day. 


Article 11. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
Town will vote to raise for snow removal. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $400.00 to assist in the control of 
White Pine Blister Rust. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Tax Collector to collect a fee of .20c (twenty cents) 
on each 1943 Poll Tax paid after July 10, 1943. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $50.00 for Civilian Defense. 


Article 15. ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to petition. 
the state tax commission to have an audit made by the 
division of municipal accounting and to make an appro- 
priation to cover the expense of such an audit.”

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plainfield: 


This twenty-fourth report in a series of such reports 
since state wide supervision came into New Hampshire 
is an attempt to give some fixed record of the activities 
of the schools, the number of pupils and the names of the 
teachers and those pupils who have graduated from the 
eighth grade, as well as those who attend neighboring 
high schools. 


Teachers 


The changes in the teaching staff this year are four. 
At East Plainfield, Miss Hilda LaDeau, a graduate of the 
University of Vermont with two years successful exper- 
ience in Vermont schools is the new teacher. 

In both Meriden and Plainfield Grammar Schools we 
have two Plainfield girls, graduates of our own elemen- 
tary schools and Keene and Plymouth Teachers College 
respectively. These are Miss Hazel Gibson and Miss 
Beulah Jenney. Both of these are teaching for the first 
tim. In the Primary room at Plainfield Plain Mrs. Ruth 
Northrop who had formerly taught for a number of years 
in Plainfield has returned to teaching. 

We have not been able to continue with the work 
in music under a teacher specialized in the subject since 
Mr. Mitchell left us last year. In most instances the 
teachers are carrying on the work in all of the grades 
with what limited time and material they have at their 
disposal. 


School Buildings 


Pursuant to the article in the warrant of last March, 
the Spencer school house was sold. The auction which 
was first held did not materialize in a sufficient number 
of bidders to bring an acceptable price. This was later 
disposed of at private sale. 

The exteriors of the Plain, Brook and Meriden 
schools were painted during the summer which adds a 
great deal to the appearance of these buildings and 
especially that at the Willow Brook. The pump at the 
Plain School was replaced by a new one. The coal bin 
at the same school was enlarged so that a year’s supply 
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can be put in. This summer, if help can be secured, the 
East Plainfield school should be redecorated inside in 
order to improve the lighting and appearance of the 
room.

Health Work 


I am incorporating in this report a statement from 
Mrs. Hasham, the School Nurse, on her work. 


“The school health program means protection and 
education. I do not assume the program is as good as it 
should be. I have tried to influence the pupils of all ages 
in the matter of good health. By explanation I have tried 
to help the children to understand why they should re- 
main at home when they are ill or have a cold. The 
service of the dentist, Dr. William Stuart, was a beneficial 
influence of good health on the life of the children. The 
annual health inspection, the Snellen’s eye test and home 
visits were activities to promote good health. 

The spark plugs in the health program are the 
teachers. The children suffering from illness, skin infec- 
tions, pediculosis or who were lagging as compared with 
other children, were referred to the school nurse.”

Budget and State Aid 


The budget for this year is comparable to that of 
last year in most instances but I urge the district to be 
prepared to meet the demand for teachers’ salary in- 
crease which probably will be offered some of our teach- 
ers by other communities. Transportation has continued 
about as last year but it may have to be curtailed some- 
what on account of the general war effort. 
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Conclusion 


We are all grateful to the teachers and citizens of 
the community who have volunteered to help the teach- 
ers in the matter of rationing. It is not convenient to list 
the names of those individuals who have volunteered to 
assist in this work but their efforts are no less appreciat- 
ed. It is hoped that the public has been mindful of the 
fact that the rationing is as new and strange to teachers 
and their friends who are doing it as it is to the public 
who are being rationed. 


The Agricultural Marketing Association has fur- 
nished to all of the schools apples, condensed milk and 
a large number of other items so that we have been able 
to have some supplementary warm dish for noon lunch 
hour. This year it has been necessary to pay for freight 
on most of the items. The Superintendent has conveyed 
a number of cases of apples to the various schools and 
has moved some noon Mesto material from one building 
to another. 


The sale of war savings stamps has been carried on 
and scrap material has been collected. This latter has 
met with a good deal of delay in the disposal thereof due 
to junk dealers being so rushed with work that they were 
not able to take care of us in the outlying districts. It 
could have been given to the State Highway Department 
but it seemed advisable to wait until dealers can move 
it at some reasonable price. 


With the hope for continued cooperation and help- 
fulness on the part of the School Board members, teach- 
ers and pupils, I am pleased to submit this report.
